“Hoth Mr, Gilder and mysell agreed
that the appointment of Van Alen
would be unwige. Without regard to
his fitness, the fact that he had paid
850,000 for the place was enough to dis:
bar him from that place.

“f visited several men whose names 1
do not care to mention. [ found that
the sum of 230,000 could be raised with-
out publicity, and at once, provided M,
Van Alen would withdraw his applica-
tion for the appointment.”

Mr. White then declined to explain
why the money was not raised. He said
Mr. Gilder wus the proper man to see
about that,

1 have .said,” contioued Mr. White,
“that T offered to give #1,000 to the fund
to repay Mr. Van Alen his 860,000 con-
tribution on condition that he withdraw
his application for the appointment,

“I don't believe the appointment of
Mr. Van Alen should be confirmed by
the senate. You ean quote me as saying
that he did contribute ®3,000 to the
campaign fund.

“Contributions in campaigne are nee-

promises of certain positions of honor
should be roundly denounced.
